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CITY STARTS FIGHT 


FOR STATE HIGHWAY 


Steveiu Point Presses Claims For 


Recognition In Deciding Trunk 


Lines 


Stevens Point, the hub of Wiscon- 


sin and county seat of Portage coun- 
ty, with a record growth that is un- 
equalled, on a percentage basis, by 
any other city in central Wisconsin, 
doesn't propose to allow itself to be 
made a "flagging station" on the new 
state trunk line system of highways 
— not without a fight. 


This fact developed last week, when 


the Civics & Commerce association,- 
after learning that the system tenta- 
tively agreed upon was contrary to 
all expectations, decided to take the 
initiative in asserting the city's rights 
before the highway commission and 
the legislative committee, which have 
been conducting joint hearings in var- 
ious parts of the state for several 
weeks. 
One of the tentative trunk lines ex- 


tends from Madison to Wausau and 
Merrill and points north, and it is 
understood that the highway com- 
mission is thoroughly committed to 
routing this through Stevens Point. 
Wausau, Merrill, Plainfield, Portage 
and every other center of population 
on this route are strongly in favor 
of this north and south road passing 
through Stevens Point and it is be- 
lieved there is little or no doubt that 
this route will be adhered to. 


The real fight is on that portion 


of the proposed system that \vill 
eventually be part of the main line 
between the twin cities and Chicago 
—the most important line of all and 
one that in future years will undoubt- 
edly be a favorite route for thous- 
ands of tourists annually. This line, 
in th? tentative system, does not take 
in Stevens Point, but runs from Wau- 
paca to Plover, Grand Rapids and 
Pittsville and to within five miles of 
Marshfield, where it turns west to 
Neillsville and thence northwest. 


That Wood county residents em- 


ployed a considerable amount of fore- 
sight in their bid for this road through 
Grand Rapids is indicated by the fact 
that the county trunk line system 
was laid out from Grand Rapids to 
Marshfield via Pittsville and that this 
is now, as Chief Inspector Donaghey 
of the state highway commission said 
last Friday evening, the best dirt 
road in the state. This, apparently, 
is the main argument in favor of the 
Grand Rapids route, as Plover and 
Pittsville are the only outer towns 
of any account on the entire route be- 
tween Waupaca and Marshfield. 


Stevens Point wants the line to 


follow the Yellowstone Trail from 
Waupaca to Marshfield by way of this 
city, 
touching Amherst, Amherst 


Junction, Custer, Stockton. Junction 
City, Milladore. Aubumdale, Sherry 
and" Hewitt. This is 11 miles shorter 
than the other route, the territory, is 
much more thickly settled and in- 
cludes a large percentage of the tax- 
able property of the county. 
The 


territory is also being developed won- 
derfully. particularly between Stevens 
Point and Marshfield.

The consid- 
eration is said to have been in the 
neighborhood of $12,000.

About one hundred acres 
of the farm are under plow and much 
of the balance can easily be cleared.

DR, THOMAS P, RUSSELL 


Pioneer Wisconsin Physician, Widely 


Known Throughout State, 


Passes Out 


Dr. Thomas P. Russell, probably 


the oldest practicing physician in Wis- 
consin and who was extensively ac- 
quainted in a social and professional 
way in Stevens Point and many other 
sections of the state, died at his home 
n Oshkosh last Friday night after 
an illness of but a single day. 


Dr. Russell was ninety-three years 


of age on April 19 and was active al- 
most until his death. He died as a 
result of heart failure, which followed 
an attack of bowel trouble early Fri- 
day morning. 
The transition from 


ife to death was most peaceful, as if 
le had closed his eyes in sleep. 


Dr. Russell was a New Englander, 


laving been born at Bethel, Vermont, 
lie was graduated from Vermont 
Medical college in 1852. He then 
practiced for two years at Weston, 
in his home state, following which he 
came to Oshkosh. He was twice mar- 
ried and, though the father of three 
children, only one, Thomas C. Russell 
of Oshkosh, survives. 
Dr. Russel saw about three years' 


service in the civil war. He was ap- 
pointed assistant surgeon of the Sec- 
ond Wisconsin Infantry and later 
served in the same capacity with the 
First Wisconsin cavalry. 
After his 


discharge for disability he returned 
to Oshkosh and resumed his practice, 
which he had ever since conducted, 
although as old age came upon him 
he was obliged to relinquish some of 
his general work. 
His practice cov- 


ered a goodly portion of the state, and 
?ven in recent years he was a fre- 
ment visitor to Stevens Point and 
\icimty. 
In the early days his ser- 


vices \vere ereatlv in demand in this 
city and he v.a> a familiar fipure 
here. 
Dr. Russell was not omy a skilled 


physician and surgeon, but a man of 
many personal qualities that made 
him 'beloved and respected. 
He was 


simple and modest in his ways and 
found in his work the greatest satis- 
faction, a satisfaction more gratify- 
ing than the compensation involved 
in alleviating pain and suffering. 


The funeral, in respect to Dr. Rus 


sell's own wishes, was of a private 
nature. The service was conducted 
at the home Monday afternoon, Rev 
E. W. Todd of Trinity 
Episcopal 


church officiating. 
. 
Dr. Russell was an intimate mem 


of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Curran of 
this city and Mr«. Curran was among 
those who attended the funeral.

'ortage County Men Released From 


Army On Account of Physical 


Disabilities 


Two of the Portage county men 


who were sent to Camp Grant at 
lockford, 111., as members of the new 
National Army, have been discharged 
' r physical disabilities and have re- 
turned home. They are Floyd Scott 
of Plover and Felix Placzek of Ste- 
vens Point. 


With these two released, Portage 


county now has 115 men at the camp. 
There have been three calls for men 
rom this county, constituting 65% 
>f the total quota. It is probable that 
eventually the local exemption board1 
will be asked to supply substitute! 
or Scott and Placzek. 


The exemption board has called for 


examination, in three groups, 648 
men out of the total of 2,683 regis- 
rants. A few of these failed to com- 
ply with the orders and are classed 
as "slackers," for the apprehension 
of whom the government offers a re- 
ward of $50 each. 


The exemption board has received 


no definite instructions in regard to 
the next call, which, it has been re- 
ported, will be for about Oct. 15. It 
s not known whether the call will 
>e for the remaining 35 % or less. 
The board now has but 29 men who 
lave been certified back for service 


the district board, which is still 


considering the claims of many other 
Portage county registrants. 
In all 


the local board has certified about 
250 to the district board.

National (iovernmtnt Sets Standard 


for Tubers at Recent Meeting 


in Washington 


Potato dealers from every section 


of the United States were called to 
Washington a couple of weeks ago 
by the food administration depart- 
ment to discuss the official grading 
of potatoes and other questions relat- 
ing1 to ways and means of distributing 
America's first war crop. Each state 
elected one man to serve on a joint 
committee which will meet with the 
purchasing committee of the National 
Council of Defense to take care of 
the potato requirements of the army 
and navy. 


The grades of potatoes established 


by the government, are as follows: 


'The No. 1 grade shall consist of 


sound potatoes 
of similar varietal 


characteristics, which are practically 
free from dirt or other foreign mat- 
ter, frost 
injury, sunburn, second 


growth, cuts, seab, blight, dry rot, 
and damage cau.ced by disease, in- 
=ects 
or 
mechanical means. 
Tlv 


minimum diameter of potatoes of 
the round caroties shall be one and 
seven-eighths inches, and of potatoes 
jf the long varieties one and three- 
fourths inches. 


"The No. 2 grade shall consist of 


jotatoes of similar varietal charac- 
:eristics. which are practically free 
rom frost, 
injury or decay, and 


which are free from serious damage 
caused by dirt or other foreign mat- 
er, sunburn, second growth, cuts, 
scab, blight, dry rot, or other disease, 
nsects or mechanical means.
